How ſundry ſacred texts have been thus perverted of | 
yeers, not by th*unlrarn'd and wr ſtable vulgar but by the greateſt S eraphical 
SER Door; in our Churchis too apparent unto all;and among others that of the 
O2Pet.2.26 Plalmi, Pal. 105.15, (which 1s repeated x Chron. 16-22.) Toxch wot ming 
Anoqnted,and do my Prophets no barmy hath not had the lealt violence offered it,both in Preſſe and 
Pulpitgto cry up the ab/olute irreſiſtable Prerogative of Kings inall their exorbirant proceedi 
and beat down the juſt bberties of the SubjeF,withour the lealt defenſive oppoſition; when as t 
text, in real verity, is rather a dire& precept given to Kings themlelves, not to oppreſle or injure Wþr! 
their faichful ſubje&s, then an injunRion given to lubjeRs, not to defend themſelves againſt the 
oppreflive deſtruive warz,and projets of their Princes. In which regard it wil be no a»ca/ous 
ble nor angratefull worke,to cleare this text from all falſe Glofles, and reftose it to its proper 
conftration. ; 
In former ages when popery domineered,the popi/» Clergy grounded their pretended exemption 
from all temporall juriſdiftion on thu Scriptwe ; luggeing, that they onely,ar leaſt principally wag 
Gods Anointed bere intended ; and therefors ought not be touched nor apprebended by Kings or tempo» 
rall Indges for any crimes, But this falſe Gloſſe being long fince exploded, many (owe Divines, 
not ſo much to ſerare as flatter Kings, have applyed it primarily unto Kings, and ſecundarily to 
Prieſt, as meant of them alone, excluding their faithtull Subjes out of its proteRion and 
mits;when as the text is meant of none el(e but they in general,and of Abraham, 1/aac,and Faceh, 
with their families in particular. 

1. To putthis out of queltion : you muſt firſt obſerve,that this Plalm from the 5 verſe to the 
end,is meerely hiftoricall. The 7 firſt verſes of it are but a gratulatory preamble{interlaced with 
ſome exhortations)to the ſubſequent hiftoricall narration ; as he that reads them adviſedly will 
at firſt acknowledge: IntheÞ, 9, 10, & 11+ verſes, the Plalmiſt begins his hiſtory, with the co» 
warner which Cod made to Abraham, and the oath which be ſware to Iiaac z and confirmed the [ame 
wuto Jacob for a law,and to I(rael for an everlaſting teſtament: ſaying nnto thee will I give the land of 
Canin , the lot of your inheritance, In the 12,13, 14, &15, verſes, heexprefſeth the ſpecial care 
and protection of God over eAbraham, Iſaac, an1 Jacob, and their ſeveral familics after his co» 
venant thus made unto them,in theſe words : When they (to wit, Abraham,I{aae,and Jacob,wich 
their families) were but « few men in number, y'a very few and ſtrangers in it : When they went from 
one N ation to another, from one Kingdom to anther people (which cannor poſſibly be expoundedof 
Kings and Priefts,but onely of thoſe Pattiarcks) He /»{cred no man to dor them wrong, hut reprowed 
evea K ings for their ſakes, ſaying, Touch nit mine A royneed, and de my Prophets no harms, Then in 

. the very next verſeto the end of the P{ln, he proceeds with the ſtory of the famine in Eeypt 
and of Ia/cphs ſending thitber beforchand by Ged,ec. $0 that by the exprelſe words and ſeries of 
the ſtory in this Plalm,theſe perſons of whom God ſaid, Touch not mine a: 0 nted, and do my Pro- 
phets ”o barme, were eAbrabam, lſaac, and laceb, and their families, ( a+ S Avenſtin with (mdry 
other Expoliters of this Plalm conclude;) who in ttuth were neicher Kings noc Pricfts by : flice, 
but onely Gods peculiar people and fervaits : ot whom he took ſpecial care. Whence I chus rea» 
fon, in the firſt place. 

: heſe words, Touch not mine ancinted, cc .were originally ſpoken and intended only of Abra« 

ham, Iſaacand Iacoh and their familicr,xvho were neither au! Kings not Prieſts;& rhey 
were meant of them, not as they were Kings or Prictts,but only as they werethe ſervants 


and choſen people of God yz asis evident by the 6 :erſe of this Plalm, O ye ſeed of Abre+ 
ham his SERV ANT, ye chilaren of Jacob bu CHOSEN, 
Therefore they are to be ſo interpreted;and to be applyed not to Kings and Priefts,as they are 
ſuch;bur only to the faithful ſervants and cholen people of God,though,and av lilbjeRt-. 
Secondly, Conſider to whom theſe words were ſpuken; notto S abjes, but to Kings them- 
felves ; asthe Plalmiſt reſolves in expiefle terms, Vert. 14. He /uffered nv man to de theths wrong,but 
eprovedeven KINGS for their ſakes ; [aying,(even to Kings themſelves) Towchnot mine anointed, 
11 do my Prophets no harmc, Now that theſe words were ſpoken to Kings themfelves is apparent, 
by thoſe hiſtories to which thele words relate, recorded at large, Geneſe 12+ 10. to 20, Ger. 2c. 
brovghout, and Gen.2 6. teto 17.and ver{.29, Where when Abraham by reaſon of the fattine wene 
dowr into Egypt, with Sarah his wife, and King Pharaoh tooke ber into bus howſe, God firſt permiitred 
neither F haraoh mor his ſertvants to do either of rbem any injury (though Abraham owt of overemuch 
care, ſu/petted they wonld have killed him, and therefore mate Sarah ſay ſhe was his ſiſter, ) and the» 
wiſe plagued Pharaoh, and bu ſervants becauſe of Sarah Abrahams wife ; where and all 
heirs went away 6n ſafety. eAfter which Abraham and hu wife ſojourning in Oerar, Abimelech ks 
f Gerar /ent and tock, Sarah: But Ged ſaid to Abimelech in a dream, behold thow art a deall min 
be weman that thou bait taken, for ſhe ts a mans wifey. Therefore 1 ſufferred thee not to touch her: 
ow therefore reſtore the man his wife, for be is a Prophet : (where, Touch not mine anoyuted, and ds 
Prophets no harme, were literally fulfilled: ) and he /oal pray for thee, and a live z ayd'i 


hoy reſtore her not, know that thou ſhalt ſurely dieghou and all that are thine: whereupon Abimelec 
ſtered Abraham his wife, and gave him Sheep, Oxen, Men-ſervants, and Women-ſervants , and 
ave to dwell in the Land where he pleaſed, After which Iſaac and his wife dwelling in Qcrarand 
elling the men of the place that foe was hu ſiſter, leſt they ſhould kill him for ber, becauſe ſhe was faire,

IT was certainly informed on Friday 
| laſt, tharthe Lord Dreby with a 
troupe of horſe came lately toa 
rowne called cAtarlboroveh in the 
County of Wilts, and thetowne 
having intelligence that ſome of 
the Kings Forces were comins 
thithcr , the towneſmen preſently 
roſe : and although they were able 
to make but a weak reſiſtance, yer 
they were reſolved to ſtand upon their guard, and rather to die 
in ſogood a cauſe, then to yecld themſelves , their wives and 
children,and all they had to the violence and oppreſſion of the 
Cavaliers. Whereupon, when thelc Forces came neer to the 
towne , and found that they could not enter without oppoſitt- 
on , the Lord D/eby uſed many faire perſwaſions to have pre- 
vailcd fo far as to have gotten into the ſaid towne , and ſtayed 
there that night, civing them all the aſſurance ( by taire promi- 
[cs and pretences) that could bec , that no injury or violence 
\hould be offered to any of the inhabitants of that rowne, bur 
that they would peaccably paſſe from thence, without doing a- 


* Iwrr , bur the rov-n{men well knowing chat when His Ma-

jeſty hath given it under his hand and ſeale unto other places; 
that his Army ſhould not plunder and ſpoile his Subjedts of 
their goods, ſuch little regard had the fouldiers to His Maje- 
ſties honour and their owne honeſty, that they have- without 
mercy pillaged thoſe very townes of all they could finde, lea- 
vins nothing but the bare wals behind chem, which made them 
give little credit tro ſuch promiſes as were made to them, and {6 
denicd him and his company entrance : whereupon they attems 
ptcd to enter by force, but received a great repulſe, and one of 
his chicke Commanders was ſlain, and the reſt forced to make 
a retreat, and eſcape thence another way. And it cannot in rea- 
{on be conceived, but that a!l other rownes and countreys thar 
have any ability to make reliſtance,will follow the ſame exam- 
plc. For though people of good and charitable diſpoſitions 
were long before they could belicve the barbarous and inhu- 
mane behaviour of tac Cavaliers; yet now all men in one de- 
grce or other by expericnce finding the truth thercof, they will 
at the laſt uſe their beſt $Kill ro prevent the great miſchicfe 
which otherwiſe will {uddenly fall upon them, and not do like 
the wiſe-mea of Redding, that petitioned the King to take pol- 
{cſſoa of that rowne , the Cavaliers intended without delay 
to have marched ro London, which proved as great a meanesto 
croſſe their expectations, as ruine to that towne , who are now 
ready to mutiny amongſt themſelves concerning that bufineſle, 
one of them laying rhe fault upon the other , for the drawing 
of thoſe forces thither,wite every man is ſpojled of his goods 
and eſtate, and like ro be expoſcd to great miſery , for that the 
Cavaliers continue ſtill amongſt them , and have intrenched a- 
bour the ſaid rowne, intending (as they ſay)to make it for ſome 
Lime a {cat of warre. 

Colonell Browne according to appointment, marched downe 
with his Dragoones into B«ck:nghamſhire, unto whom did dai- 
ly repaire great ſtore of Voluntiers that were raiſed in that 
County , and in Hurtfordſhire, Neriham toaſhive, and divers 0- 
ther Countics that have toyned themſclves in aſſociation to 
{ and for the King and Parliuncnt, and have drawn themſelves 
wto a body of ſeycn or ci.2t thouſand men, well armed ( for 
the 
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the moſt part ) And therefore the ſaid Collonell Browne ſenr 
lerters to the Parliament acquainting them therewith and defi- 
ring ſome captains and other officers to be appointed oyer them 
and likewiſethar the Parliament would be pleaſed to appoint 
them a commander in chicfe that they might confide, in which 
buſineſſe was taken into conſ{tderation and {ome debate was had 
thereupon and then referred to the committee to conſider whar 
was fitting to be done thereupon and make report thereof to the 
houſlc. 

It is fignificd unto the Parliament by letters our of Holand 
that the Qeeme hath once more changed her reſolution of co- 
ming over into England for the preſent hcaring of the Cava- 
leers being defeated of their purpoſe of raking Loxdon and be- 
ing put to a retreat from Branford and the States being glad of 
ſo faire an opportunity preſently gave order for the unlading of 
the ſhips which were appointed to come over with Armes Am- 
munition, and money,and were appointed to attend her Majeſty 
into Fnglard, bur it is very probable they would have made 
ſtop of them, if they could not have-had ſo good an opportuni- 
ty 1n a faire way, for the Stares of Holland and Zeland have a- 
greed upon a Declaration to be ſent into England defiring a 
mucuall aide and aſſiſtance of each other, unto which the Stares 
Generally have likewiſe conſented, though tor ſomerune they 
were backward in declaring themſelves.

charges, to as they may retaine to their owne utcs, whatſoever they ſhall 
vet upon the Coatts by way ot lawtull prize, whereunto the Parliament 
hath atlented. 

The Parliament underſtanding that the Cavaliers are in great want 
of Gunpowder, and the better to kcep them trom getting of any, hach

Intelligence was gavcn to the Farle of Darby, that a Ship wathten 
peeces ot Ordnance was come into Leverpoole water in Lancaſhue, 
whyther he tpeedyly haſtened hoping to turprile her, but ſhe talling 
down lower into the mouth of the Harbour, prevented his purpolc, 
and now ſtandeth upon her guard : this Ship and Ordnarce 15 tuppo- 
icd to be tent to aid Sir Wihwm brereron, whin he ſhall have united all 
his Forces, The aid Farle hath tummoned all the Males in Lanca- 
Nure and Cheſhire to come into his ats;ftance, but. the Inhabitants of 
Mancheſter have ſent out 15000ot their men to oppole and ,intraphim.

Soulgiers for farther ends and 
deſignes, and 19. make their particular profit by the general} 
{poyle, give away tothis licentiouſneſle, and ſiiffer them-ro-ran- 
me perſons and deſtroy the goods ef the innocent people, and 
t-make, havocke and ſpoyle of all which comes in #hcir way, let- 
wg looſe the Raines of gavernment,and giving way tgall man- 
ner of rapine (though the gaine on their ſide doth in no meaſure 
3 COun- 
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countervalle the Tofſe on the other) tothe unpcakeable da?” 
ment and dammage of this our flouriſhing, now miſerable Com. 
trev. By which courſes it harh beene already endammaget(ag 
we offer to make good)to the value of 1000001. beſides the ſuf. 
ferance of many ſuch barbarons outrages, ſcarce credible to by 
rommirted by Chriſtians , and thoſe fo frequent, thatifpoſ- 
ſible, they can be denied; and that the Houſes wi'l a&mir the 
roofe, we ſhall make them appeare in ſach numbers, and (o ab. 
nan; 5 ue will excecd the beliefe of any, unleſle they ſee them 
ſufficiently witneſted and arreſted, Our of our defire of peace, 
wee have already endured beyond morrall ſufferance, and are 
ready to ſuffer ſtill in our owne particulgrs ; and to fer a partall 
Intereſts of our owne, and ro expole our ſelyes' to the he1zht of 
violence an1rigonr though undelerved(uneſſe to obey onr Kin 
according to His Laws be an offence) before we will hazard the 
peace of this County, and this people, for airy regard or're- 
ſp:& whatſoever. And therefore becauſe as ow Adverſaries 
r 28 ſpeciouſly pretend , That their Armes arc raiſed bnly for 
ſcizing upon Delinquents, and bringing them ro condigne pu+ 
niſhments, or drivingthem our of rhe Country (which ischeir 
baire ro catch the multitude.) We do unanimouſly profeſſe and 
declare although we are confident,ahd thattheir practiſes ſhew 
that whoſocver hath mony or Flare, or Moveables, is 2 Delin- 
quent, and muſt part with them ere he be guiltles.) ro rake away 
all fcruples, if they will ſer down and exprefle the names of the 
Delinquentrs(if any L. amongſt us)and their offences,upon aſſu- 
rance xo no other end is ſought. by their Armes, and rhat once 
obtained. they will abſolutely lay them down;and free the coun- 
try : it ſhall be manifeſted, Thar we will nor decline any juſt and ' 
legal rryall,or deſire that a war ſhould be continued, orthe peo- - 
ple diſturb'd forrhe fafegard of chem.or any of them : akthovgh 
we are moſt aſſured, that when by the tearme of Delinquency, ' 
they have quit their hands of ſuch , who are moſt likely to op- 
poſe the rumous proceedings, that others whoſe wealth, eſtates, 
or former ations unpleaſingto theſe men; have made them ob- 
noxious, ſhall ſucceed in the ſame miſery ; and very many, who 
{uppoſe themſelves in a good condition of grace & favour with 
them,ſhall fall into the like misfortune, as ſeon as the Lyan ſees 
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{it rime to diſcover his hidden Clawes, it being impolible they 
ſhould be in a better eſtate of Innocency , then our ſelves, who 
havenor at all wilfully offended, or oppoſe any-of the knowne 
Lawes of this Kingdom... We have had wofull and fad experi- 
ence. that the more our Adverſaries are ſought unto for peace, 
the fa:ther they axe eſtranged from it; and that all lenitive ap- 
plications, doe but exaſperare our diſcaſe. *,We doe proteſt be- 
fore God and man, 'Fhat wee will yerapp!y our ſelves to all 
meanes which may conduce to quyet, and ſettlement; but in the 
meine time will really and cffeQually laboyr for the ſafety of 
this Cornrry our {elves,our wives.atd children , and if for the 
preſervation of all, that ougheto be detended , and maintained 
by Mortall man : we are necefſitated and compelled oy their ex- 
ample to call in Forces, and deſire the Afiſtance of rhe Earle of 
Newcaſtle,” and of our friends.and Neighbours in the adjacent 
Counties (being of our own nation,and whoſe turne is next,and 
eauſe the ſame with ours, and that thereby ſome unforeſeen or 
unwiſhed accident artſc,not then tg be rremedicd,and thar York- 
ſhire becorve an Akeldama and field of blood, we lay the confe- 

uence? andeffetts thereotat the dores, and upon the heads of 
hoſe men who firſt began , and Rindled the lame in this Coun- 
ty, and have hitherto refuſed our mot brother] y and peaceable 
offers, and endeavouring for Unity & tranquility, whichron our 
parts hath bin ſo earneſtly ſought after, and attempted ,thar wee 
can juſtly now ſay, we have freed our own foules , diſcharged 
the duty of Chriſtians, Engliſhmen, Partriates, and have bin re- 
fuſed inall : ſo as there remaines no more , but to defend our 
Country from Strangers, our Lives from violence, our Wives 
and children from extremity of injury,our Houſes from Rapine, 
our goods from {poyle,our Laws, liberties, property, and what- 
ſoever is or can be neere or deare unto us , fromurmoſt hazard 
and deſtruction, In execution or which reſolution, there is no 
courle or meanes omicted, which may ( as far as is poſſiblt)con- 
duce to the benefit and preſervation of the people. The Earl of

the truth according as it my beſt fit their ends, and ſerve th 
purpoſes ; and thereby not onely-perſwade the people with&& 
ccicfall rumours of his Majeſties unfortunate proceedings( 

in truth God hath wonderfully bleſſed hinr wwirh moſt Grand 
ſuccefle) bur alſo cafting falſe lights before their eyes, lay ſcat 
dalouwaſpertions upon our ations and reall intendmentes, for ths 
benefic oF this County, ftriving to poſſeſſe them with a prejudlis 
cacy of whatſoever we go about to do , & _— arenby 
ſecking to poylon the minds of the people with a fa { opinith 
and cauſcleſſc jealoufiec, That the Army now comming rg'okr 
aſſiſtance, is aſgned for the oppreſion , nor deliverabce ;, the 
deſtruſtion; not ſategard of che Country , and will berhe ni 
of it whereſocver they paſſe, To ſtop the poyſonous mou 

of malice it ſ{clſe, rhe Earle of New-Caſtle hath declared hug 
honourable intentions , to leave the County in.peace ,, as ſoong 
as he hath delivered ir from theſe thentexat His Majeſty , who 


now oppreſlc and tyranniſc over it, Tn which nero ol 
doubt not, to find the reall concurrence of all who have inrere 
in this County, and that they will not be behind their Neigh- 
bours and Allyes in ſecking their owne preſervations , being al 


owne:'s of one common cauſe, and muſt ( what ever pretences by 
made) in the end, runne the ſame courſe of violence and diſols/ 
ton, How ever, though we periſh in this worke,we ſhal! reſt fi 
tisficd, that we have preſerved our Faith and Honour untainte; 
nad if all other diſert-us in this reſolution, we will nor faile 9

of rhe Common wealth , Whether this Gunpowder wete thus 
provided to be imployed in London, or to be ſent to the Kings 
Army, is not knowne, bur it 1s conceived, that unleſſe it had 
been to have done much miſchict here, he would have convey- 

edit to Oxford, where it would have beea taken as a very ac- 

ceptable Newyeares gift : it is certainly inform :d, that his Mi- 

jeſtics Army, are in great want of powder, and are very tender 

of ſhooting of apiece in vain, for that their neceity will not 

admit of ſuch waſt, 

The Lord Major and the Citizens of London have agreed up- 
on a petition to be preſented ro his Majeſty which is tothis ct 
fe, vis. Thar his Majeſty having in freed of his Declarat- 
ons ſhewed that he could not with ſafety return to the Parlia- 
ment,by reaſon of the tumultuous proceedings of the Citizens, 
They moſt humbly beſcech his Majeſtic to belicve that the city 
London never meant or intended him any ill,bur were as true and 
loyall ſubje&s to him, as ever they were to any of his Prede- 
ceſſors, and rhar they always were, and ſtill are as ready to give 
—_ thereof as any of their Anceſtours, and do particu- 
larly offer to give his Majeſty what ſecurity and aſſurance he 
will deſire for the preſervation and ſafety of his Royall perſon, 
in caſe he would be pleaſed to return to his Parliament, who 
have already made the like proffer to his Majeſtic. 

Another petition was alſo agreed upon to be preſented to the 
Parliament giving them great thanks for their unwearicd pains 
and care for the {ctling the diſtrations of this Kingdoie as alſo 
beſceching

beſceching them to think upon a way to convey the forementi- 
oned Petition to his Majeſtic, with which petition the Lord 
Major and divers of the Aldermen came to the Parliament, on 
Monday laſt, and preſented the ſame which was thankfully re- 
ceived by the Houle.

Ir is informed by Letters out of Yorkſhire, that about 200 
outlandiſh Commanders are landed at Newcaſtle, and a great 
ſumme of money, the further crutch hereot will appeare by the 
next Poſt, Ir is alſo informed, that the Lord Grandiſon who 
was taken priſoner at Wincheſter by -the Parliaments forces.our

ORSENIPY2Y them {left it hould bethought thagwant 
of moneyes to pay the Armie ſhould accafion their propoſiti- 
ons) thereſhould be monies raiſed out of the malignants e- 
ſtates, to maintaine the army, and to continue the warre wirh- 
out ruine tothe Kingdome, in caſe the propoſitions ſhauld not 
be hearkened unto. '; » | 
And then the Propoſitions, drawne up by the Lords was a- 
Paine read, and they infiſted upon the preamble which was to 
this effec, Setting forth: the deepe ſence they have of the pre- 
ſent ditractions, which threatnerh che ruine of this Kingdome 
and their carneſt defire of a peace, whereby the differences be- 
eweene his Majeſticand thetn mighc bee ſetked, and the whole 


Kingdome ſecured by a @rmeunion, 
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Vpon which Preamble the Commrors had 2 grear dcbae, 
bur could notadmit of the forme thereof inthele words, bur 
atlength agreed that they ſhould alſo ſet forth in the ſaid pie- 
amble, the cauſe of their diſtraQions and preſent warre to have 
beene by the means of P3 piſts, Traytors,ind other Malignams 
about his Majeſty whoſe _ hath beene ro alter Religion 
and bring in Popety into this Kingdome 

And chey hon ell upon the firſt propokition for Religion, & 
they agreed with the Lords in it; That his Majeſty ſhonld bee 
Cefired ro paſſe the Bill for the taking away of all Innovations 
inthe Church, the Bill againſt ſcandalous Miniſters , the Bill 

ainſt Pluralities and Non-Reſidents, the Bill for the Aſſem.

And there was a great controverfie about &, it beingar 
length agreed upon, that that Propoſition ſhould be w 
waved, for that as it was declared as the ſence of the Houſe, 
Thar it remaineth in the power of the Parliamentto maintaize 
their owne privitedges. 

After thatthey entred opon the third Propoſition, That all 
Delinquents in the Kings Army Impeached by the Houles 
ſince the beginning of Ianuary laſt, might be broughtrotryall, 
that all thoſe who have onely fKided with the King in continu- 
ing with his Army or attending upon his perſon might be par- 
doncd. But the Commons would not afſenr to the faid

By Letters from Banbury it is for certaine informed that 
Northampton ſhire forces the laſt weeke ſet upon the Caval- 
liers in Banbury,forced the Towne upon them,and drove them 
intothe Caſtle, killed ſeven of the Cavalliers with the loſſe of 
one man, beſieged them in the Caſtle, forced them roa parley, 
in which they defircd that Size of the chiefe of them might 
have free quarter to returne to Oxtord, and all the reſt to yecld 
themſelves priſoners,there being about three hundred Cava!- 
liers in the Caſtle, but the Northampton ſhire forces unwil. 
ling colet any eſcape, being confident of gayning the Caſtle, 
denicd their propoſitions 3 but not long-after received no- 
tice of a great party of Horſe comming againſt them from Ox- 
ford, and thereupon conlidering their forces to beg too weake 
to oppoſe them, on Friday laſt left the Towne; The Cavalli- 
ers being againe poſſeſſed of Banbury, and relicvcd by the for- 

ces from Oxford. * 

The Houſe of Commons on Tucſday laſt againe fe'l upon 
the Propoſitions, and ſpent the greatcſt part of the day in re« 
viewing the correions of the preamble, and the two prope 
tions agreed upon the day before, and alſa in readin fit- 
ting the Bills deſired of his Majeſty to-paſſe in the firit Pzopo. 
fition, and making ſome correRions in the altering rheir daces 
in divers particulars, and ſuch like matters, 

There came Letters to the Parliamentrliis Day from Lia- 
colneſhire, informing that the Earle of Newcaſtle hath divi- 
ded his Army in Yorkſhire, a part whereof hee hath ſentinto 
Lincolneſhire;and ſome into Notinghzmſhire and other Conn» 
tics thereabouts, and that they raiſe partics in all the Countics

{all they pretended to be laden with Pippens, but being ſcarch. 
cd, their upper lading was Pipe ns, but inthe bottom there ws 
agreat quantaty of Ammunition found, which remaine noy 
inſafe cuſtody to be ſent up to the Parliament, 

It was enformed the Pailiament on Thurſeday laſt by Ler. 
ters from Chicheſter that Sir Villiam Wallcr and the other 
parliament Forces have made good the Siege againſt Chiche. 
ſter forall the laſt weeke, and that chey have now ſcaled the 
Walles and entreda part of the Towne on the North fide, and 
and are poſſeſſedof the North Gate and a Church, where they 
have placed their Ordnance , and will fuddenly commandthe 
reſt of the Towne : The Papiſts and Malignants the re, are now 
all at their witts end, and cry out upon their $aiats, 
and Iohn ſha!l be unſainted forthat they ſtuckno ber ter to 
this Chriſt-Tide,they have now no way to eſcape, unlefſc they 
leape into the Sea, which would prove but a mad Chriſtmaſe 
Gambole, but if they ſhould, they would ſcarcely have timeto 
take their Treaſure with chem, it being confidently , 
that the prize at Chicheſter will be found to be thegreaelt 
purchaſe that hath beene taken ſince this warre, The Papiſt 
and chiefe Malignants in Suſſex and other parts there abouts 
having carried all their Treaſure, and Riches thither for Sanſtu- 
ary, which is now likely to bee imploycd tor better uſes, then 
theyintended it. 

The valliant Sea men deſerve much honour for this buſinefle 
at Chicheſter, being the firſt that made the attempt in ſcaling 
the walles, and entring the Towne, there being bur two men 
loſt on our (ide in the attempt. 


There came a meſſenger to the Parliament with a warrant _ 
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His Majeſty, commanding them 4 permit the ſaid Meſſenger 
to ſee his two Child:en here in Towneat Saint Iames, and to 
inquire into their uſage a"d attendance, whichthe Parli:menc 
willingly condiſcended unto, It being wiſhed that the other 
Children were no worle provided foc,inall reſpedts then they, 
the Parliament having appointed 800. pound a Monreth to bee 
truely paid tow ards their maintenance, and appointed a care- 
full Governour over them, to [ce that they be attended withall 
diligent obſervanec becoming ſuch Princes. 

Inthe afternoone on Thurſday there came more letters to 
the Parliament from 'Chicheſter, more fully informing the 
proceedings therethat Sir William Waller being entred the 
North Gate, and placed his Ordnance on the Church , on 
Wedr.eſday morning laft as is before receited , the Cavaliers 
dclired quarter that they might paſſe away with their luggage 
and leavethe Towne , but that being denyed them; (towards 
night on the Faſt day) they yealded the Towne and themſclves 
priſoners upon quarter for their lives, there being above 1500. 
Souldiers in the Towne, the Earlaof Tennent is alſo taken pri- 
ſoner, with his 40. Horſe and great tore of Treaſure which he 
carried thither, the Earle of Crayford is not as yer found, bur 
ſome thinke he was notatall in the Towne, but lyes-under the 
Surgeons hands upon his farmer wounds at Edge hill, but his 
Troope ot Reformadoes;the fineſt Troope the King had, being 
above a Loo, are taken, and abour 590.

It was alſo' cenainly informed dy letters frorn Newcaſtle, 
that the upper and neither TowneSare divided berweene rhe 
King and the Parliament, the neather towne being next rorhe 
ſeadeclarethemfelvEs for the Parliament, and fince they are 
now fully convinced of the great defigne upon the whole king.

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dome by the bringing in of forraigne forces hither againſt the

On the ſame day Licurenanrt rr at 43. (he was LicntenantColondlof

brought, humbly petitioned His Moſt Sacred Majeltie for his relicte from that im-

2on let it reſt upon the conſciences of his Judges, vvhether he 
were guilty of the crimes charged by good proof;but this vve 
muſt ſay that vve are not ſazysfied, but that he ought to have 
been tried by twelve Free-men upon their Oathes, according 
tothe Great Charter of Em2land, and 1ot by the Lords, who 
are 110t Our equals : and for the, ſentence it felfe wee have fo 
juſt cauſe of complaint;that if ſuch arbitrary juſtice proceed, 
we ſhall finde little caſe by transferring the Star-chamber 
from one end of Weſtminſter Hall, to 81, as Houſe at the 


other;and it will be much alike robe committed ky rhe Star- 
chamber co Carnarrion Caſtle,and the Lords Houſe to Colche- 


fer Gaole, and much worſe to be commitred during the plea- 
ſure ofthat Houſe, then the Kings, for we finde him more 
inclinable romercy, (though we wonder much how the King 
loſt 2 power of pardouing, or ſhewing mercy 11 any crime 
wharſoever, that did not concern a particular SubjeR.) And 
for the honeſt Lord Major Gurzen,if you will beleeve us (and 
many of us were preſentat his triall) hee might with more 
honour and juſtice too, have been acquited then ſentenced,his 
greateſt fault being his obedience ro f115 King, and rrue ſervice 
tothe City according to his Oath and Duty of his place. If 
theſe things be true, it will make us feare ſome body ſhares 
withthe Serjant at Arms Meſſengers, and Gaolers in the fees, 
and thar little care istaken of the Subjets Liberty in the 
meantime. It may be thought theſe things nothing concern 
IB, but belceve it rhere is more it it then fo : that whach is one 
Subjects caſe now, may be ours, or our childrens hereafter; 
and a bad precedent is many times of grear authority, 'and 
dangerous - which wee are the more ſenfible of, 
becauſe wo hear ſome ignorant Lawyers of the Houle of 
Commons (oneof which wears a ſcarlet-hood,which be paid 
dear for, and was held none of the wiſeſt the beginrung ofthis 
B 


Parlia- 
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Parliament) are pickt out to fade precedent5,and juſtifie by 
Law the legality of ſequeſtring mens eſtates and inheritanges, 
ro turn the King out of His Power, of making Sheriffts of 
Countics, and put that inthe people, and by conſequence d& 
duce ittothemſelves ; nay ſome-(whom we bluſh for) have 
not been aſhamed to put in print a precedent for depofing 2 
King, and could finde no better then King R:chardthe ſecond, 
who all the world knows (tothe ſcandall of this Nation was 
traiterouſly murthered,the whole progrefle of which AR wag 
2 horrid Treaſon,upon the faireſt relation of any Chronicle. 
And therefore we beſcech you blame us nor, if we here by 
way of exception make mention of them, that they may not 
hereafter be cited to the prejudice of ns and our pofterity. 
Ve crave leave now to lay down truly and plainly (for our 
condition is ſuch that we muſt not palliatc)the redrefſe of our 
grievances by thic Darliament.

If 
any body hath been punithed for char abuſe, ir 'is more then 
wecouldever heare ; yet we, and both Houſes roo know, that 
great Lord ofthe Honſfe of Peeres, and Sir H. Mildmayftill 
ofthe Houſe of Commons, that dipt ther fingers deep 'ih'it'; 
nay» andrhoughthe King gives a gentle reproofe for ity] wee 
ſee nothing done thereupon, which makes us'beleeve, that ic 
was not altogether pure Juſtice in _ out all Monopolkiſts 
2nd Projeftors, &c. out of the Houſe of Commons, and-yet 
ſonororious 2 one kept im s hay2y your leave we can tell you 
who efcaped turning our upon the lozne of 55050. 1. which

For the mainc worke of this Declaratien is to condemne that in War, which the 
favourites, it not the framers of this D.claiatig7 have practiſed m peace, yea to con> 
demne that which in War the Parliament hath Cone forthe preſcrvation of the - 
dome, being farre leſle then that which th:mC.lves have gone in this warre for 
ruine and defiruftion of it, 

The great ou:-cry of this Declaration ſcemes tobe for the Froperty of the SubjeF. 
But doth not this cry come from the ſame ſhop, from whence heretofore iſſued infur- 
«cd Loanes, Knighting mon.y, b<nevolences, and Ship-maney ? And from whence 
more lately iflue plunderings, ranſomes for not p'u 1dering, monthly taxes of an high 
vale and rate, So th'tthiscry ſeemes to be ike that of the High-way man, who ha- 
ving taken moncy from a paſſenger, to put away the uſpition of it, raiſed an hue 
and cry againſt himſclfc, For is it 1n eameſt ro be thought, that the dc ſtroye. s of pro- 
perty, arc now ſudden'y become the patrons of property ? or rather that by this aſl; (+ 
ment they are likely to bce put from their old trade and therefore arc offended ? Fer 
inded, this which they call caking away cf property, is the meanes of preſerving pro- 
perty tor ever, Beſides, they have put upon the Parliament a neceſſity of afl.(ſemenrs, 
and that 1s thuirfavl:, and yet this ſau'c of theirs they caſt on the Parliament, Againe

following th: Cavalicrs came, double th: number to my houſe, that had been 
there beiore, commanded onely by the Coronet of the Troope,. ( whereas of 
the other there were not fewer then ten Officers, whereot foure were Cap- 
taincs ) you will imagine the trim uſage I had from thoſe, who told me thy 
came todefend gr, had not leit me courage to Rand the ſhocks of another cn« 
rertainment o! thoſe, who could not but h:are ſomewhat of m2, which might 
expoſe me to their fury, at lealt would jultificany cxcefle towards me ; I gave 
dirction they ſhould be as well treated as my flors would teare, though in 
eruth the vilc liccace of the fo: c-runcrs had not left me ordinary proviſion 
for horſe or man, and withdrew my felfe ro that honeſt Parſons houſe, who. 
diſputed vvith you when you were lait here ; and vvas by him privately ſhel- 
tred ( though many Souldicrs were then vyith him too) from dilcos 
very. 

The Company removed th; next mornin , an they vverc not gone wo 
hourcs from my hcule before | returned thither, vyherc I affire you I found all 
things as orderly, as unſpoyled, as if my beſt friends had becne my guzſts, and 
one of my {:rvants told me, that he had rather mzet with ones hundred Ca- 
valicrs, then ten Ronnd- heads : *tris true, they had as good proviſion for them- 
felves and their horſzs, as could be made, which they reccived vvith ſo much 
Crvility to all n y {:rvants, as if th:y though: themſelves beholding to them 
for it ( though it vvas much worſ: then kad becn given the day before) and 
departcd wichourt the leaſt diforder, 

For the buſineſl: of Marlborough, wiich you fay was carried with © 
much fierceneſſe and barbarity in firing and plundring the Towne, I belecve 
you have not that rel-tion {o pertectly, _ ingeruouſly made to you, as in 
truth the matter vvill bearc ; you muſt thinke my information is not partial 
on the Kings part, when Ircc:ive it fromcns who fied to a friends houſe of 
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mine for ſhelter, and lolt at leaſt Fs. of 360. by the Kings Souldiers in 
that Towne. 

Yen know well how that Towne hath behaved it ſelf all this year, io raiſing 
great ſummes of money againft the King ( for thatthe Army which hath g1i- 
ven him Battel], is not againſt him, can no longer be underſtood) in gathering 
and exerciting ſouldters, as it they defied any Enemy, how they ſeitcd apon 
His Majeſtics proviſions, bought and paid for by His Cotnmiſlary of the victu- 
als for the ſupply of Redding and would not ſuffer them' ro be carried thither. 
The King could not bat thinke of reducirg this place, and to that purpoſe ſen: 
the Lievtenant Generall of His Horſe ( a Gentl:man, what: ever vote you 

leaſe to paſſe vpon him, of great repuration in the Countries through which 
paſtes, for his ſober government of his charge ) with'InſtruaRions, mdlt ſu- 
table to his nature, that it his reception into that | owne, was ſuch as became 
them to give, he ſhould ſuffer no violence to be exerciſed by the Souldiers, but 
ſhould bring away the Armes which had beene ſo 111 afed , and ſome ſeditiaus 
Perſons who had infeRed that place, and put His Majeſtic to that trouble, 
with ſome other direRions that ſufficiently expreflzd a core of that people:and 
a willingnefſcto belceve them in the number cf His SubjeRts. 

When this picce of the Army ( the reputation of which might well hayc 
diſperſed that rabble \, by ſlow marches, hac brought it {:Ife within a little di- 
{tance of the Towne, a fellow ſent by the fooliſh knave Frankimn, who they 
lay hath brought all this calamity upon a place he hath beene long in {poy- 
ling, came to them with a ridiculous Letter of adviſe, toa perſon of Honour 
amongſt th:m. 

The Meſſenger who might have expetcd worſe nfage, was trought before 
the Lievtcnant Generall, who cauſed all the men to be ranged betore him, then 
asked him, whether hethought the ſtrength of that Towne could reſitt that 
ſorce, the fellpw anſwered, it could not refit a quarter of that power : Get 
your wayes then ( ſaid that Gentleman) to your friends, and tcl them what 
you have ſeene, it they throw downe their Armes, and ſubmit themfelves ts 
His Majeſty, they ſhall be uſed like friends, and receive no prejudice by the 
Souldicrs, but if rhey make reſiſtance, and force us to enter the Towne in 
bloud, it will not be in my power to preſerve them, The man returned, did 
his crrandin the preſence of him, who gives me this account, and who imme- 
diately fled, when he found the perverineſſe of that Frank/m would neither 
ſubmit to the adviſe, or ſaffer it to be communicarcd to the reſt of the Towne, 
When the Army advanced, all poſſible refiſtance was made, and many Souk 


diers otthe Kings da vyounded, out at vyindoyvs, and from their 
vyorkes, inſomuch as they yverc compelled to burne forme houſes, in vyhich 
Muſquettcers vvere placed, :

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Think ſadly with your ſelves, '1.l OE Armic (which committed ſuch 
optrages ard pjundrings in the poore Ciry of Wincheſter , where the Gatey 
were opened to them , and no ſhew of refiſiance made vy the people of that 
place) would have requited ſuch oppoſition, nay, ws it ever known, that 
aftcr ſuch a contention leſſe then a {laughter of the Enemy , and a {acking of 
the Towne tollowed,, yet as there was nothing of the tult hcre , fo there 
was {o little of the other (and yet more Ibclieve then the Commanders could 
have wiſhed) :hat they have only cauſe tocurſe thoſe who drew ſuch vii 
tantsto them, 

But no more of theſe particulars, let us rather raiſc a compaſſion one to- 
wzrds ancther our of the contideration of theſe miſcri.s , and to what height 
they will in a (hort time be 1umproved, then contrat a bi tern:ſk , and hatred 
againlt thoſe, with whom wee mult Iiye happily, if there be any hope of hap» 
pireſ{- left fur this poor Kingdom, 

Y..u will think this a (trange dialeRt for me to ule, whom you have known 
to concur with the ficrceſt mcn in the hiercet} refoiurions; but if you were cut 
of th: Houſe of Commons , where all Arguments te:ding one way, begeta 
generall covſcnt in opinion , and ſo whatever 1s thought caſe 18 concluded 
lawtull, and ſpent one Moneth with me 1n the Country (though you know it 
is place was never fondly devorcd to the Kings command) you would obſcrye 
a ltrange dejection in the ſpirits of the people, and1t I am not cozcncd, an in» 
quiſrivencflc, by queſtions they did not uſe to aske , Who raiſed Arme: fuſt !

Ti> truc, they do yct yicld ſome obedience to the terrivle warrants which

ald think my ſclf very unſafe with a guard of 500e of them, 

Let. me tell you , fince the buſin. fl at Edghid, the rnchnarions even of the 
hotteſt men in our Countric are lirangly ſta;thed and perplex2d , not with the 
inf of being beatcn (whether that were 1o , or to 1uch a degree, is not m- 
terial] ) ut with che apprehenſion of the knowne extreame viſible danger :
